SUBJECT: Proposed Fee Changes

MESSAGE

This memo is regarding proposed changes to the fee schedule. We will be proposing to
increase hunting, fishing, and combo licenses as well as general season deer and
general season elk by $6.00 for residents. The $1.00 discount per year for extensions
and multi-year licenses will remain in effect. Resident youth and disabled veteran fees
will not be increased. Most other fees will be increased by 10% on average. Target and
percentage increases will be proposed for nonresidents as well. There are some
additional housekeeping items proposed to remove inactive fees, include combo
licenses for possible marketing discounts in the future, and adding some flexibility to our
pricing at our shooting ranges. See handout for specifics.
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
